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IN THE CLAIMS: 

The text of all pending claims, (including withdrawn claims) is set forth below. Cancelled 
and not entered claims are indicated with claim number and status only. The claims as listed 
below show added text with underlining and deleted text with str i k e through . The status of each 
claim is indicated with one of (original), (currently amended), (cancelled), (withdrawn), (new), 
(previously presented), or (not entered). 

1. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A headwear, comprising: 
a head receiving part made of a multiple fabric; and 

a sweatband peripherally attached to an inner side of the head receiving part along a 
lower edge thereof, the multiple fabric comprising first warps and second warps alternately 
arranged to be adjacent to each other , the first and second warps being arranged in r e sp e ct i v e 
vertically separated layers in an unstretched state of the head receiving part in which the 
headgear is not deformed bv a user's head , the first warps overlapping the second warps in the 
unstretched state so that centers of the first warps are above spaces between adjacent ones of 
the second warps and sides of the first warps are above sides of adjacent ones of the second 
warps, and the first and the second warps being side-by-side in a stretched state of the head 
receiving part in which the headgear is deformed bv the user's head . 

2. (ORIGINAL) The headwear as claimed in claim 1 , wherein the head receiving part is a 
crown including a plurality of panels that are made of the multiple fabric and are connected to 
one another to form the crown. 

3. (ORIGINAL) The headwear as claimed in claim 1, wherein the head receiving part is a 
headband peripherally receiving the head of a wearer.

5. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The headwear as claimed in claim 1, wherein the 
multiple fabric further includes wefts, which pass by the first and second warps in zigzag to form 
loops. 
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6. (ORIGINAL) The headwear as claimed in claim 5, wherein the wefts are stretchable 

yarns. 

7. (ORIGINAL) The headwear as claimed in claim 5, wherein the first warps and the 
second warps have at least one common property. 

8. (ORIGINAL) The headwear as claimed in claim 5, wherein the second warps have a 
peculiar property in which the first warps are lacking. 

9. (ORIGINAL) The headwear as claimed in claim 1 , wherein the sweatband includes an 
elastic band. 

10. (ORIGINAL) The headwear as claimed in claim 1, wherein the sweatband includes a 
band core and a stretchable fabric for covering the band core against the head of a wearer. 

11 . (ORIGINAL) The headwear as claimed in claim 10, wherein the stretchable fabric is 
made of the multiple fabric. 

12. (ORIGINAL) The headwear as claimed in claim 10, wherein the stretchable fabric 
includes stretchable yarns which are uniaxially stretchable. 

13. (ORIGINAL) The headwear as claimed in claim 10, wherein the band core is 
composed of at least one selected from a group comprising a woven fabric, a knitted fabric, a 
non-woven fabric and resin foam. 

14. (ORIGINAL) The headwear as claimed in claim 10, wherein the band core comprises 
at least one selected from a group comprising an elastic band and polyurethane foam. 

15. (ORIGINAL) The headwear cap as claimed in claim 14, wherein the band core 

includes a polyurethane foam layer and an elastic band layer. 

16. (ORIGINAL) The headwear cap as claimed in claim 10, wherein the band core and 
the stretchable fabric are stitched with an elastic thread. 
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17. (ORIGINAL) The headwear as claimed in claim 1, wherein lower ends of the 
sweatband and the head receiving part are wholly pressed and stitched together, along the 
lower edge thereof. 

18. (ORIGINAL) The headwear as claimed in claim 17, wherein the lower ends of the 
sweatband and the head receiving part are stitched with a stretchable yarn. 

19. (ORIGINAL) The headwear as claimed in claim 1, further comprising a shape tape 
attached adjacent to a lower end of the head receiving part, thereby maintaining the shape of 
the headwear. 

20. (ORIGINAL) The headwear as claimed in claim 19, wherein the shape tape is 
stitching along the lower end of the head receiving part. 

21 . (NEW) The headwear as claimed in claim 1 , wherein all of the first warps are below 
the wefts and all of the second warps are above the wefts. 
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
